After reading the following pages should you have any 
doubt that our celebrated Coiled Spring Fence is not what 
we claim, and through fear that the fence is not as repre- 
sented, you fail to place an order, you will lose the good 
that would be derived from its use. 

There is no question about the stock turning qualities 
of our Coiled Spring Fence. The closeness of the weave 
shows this very important feature fully. We know high 
grade wire is used in its construction, for we make it in our 
own mill under personal supervision. It is High Carbon 
Steel Wire which has at least twice the breaking strain of 
the ordinary market wire. The line wires in all designs 
are so spaced that the greatest strength possible is given to 
the fence, each wire bearing its proportion of the strain. 

In the Galvanizing Department of our mill we exercise 
utmost care. We realized long ago that in order to make 
durable wire it should be properly protected, and by the use 
of an extra heavy coat of pure zinc, we are in a position to 
offer the best galvanized wire that can be purchased. 

The use of ratchets and smooth wire should pass out of 
existence for they are not practical in ienr* huildiag. The 
smooth wire will not remain tight without the ratchet, and 
the ratchet will not keep the smooth wire tight unless reg- 
ulated by hand at each change in temperature ; a source of 
trouble and annoyance to the farmer. 

"We overcome all this by placing in the line wires a 
Perfect Coil, which permits the fence to expand with the 
heat and contract with the cold. The fence after being erect- 
ed requires no attention whatever to keep it tight. When 
you use our Coiled Spring Fence there is no going out on a 
cold winter night to loosen the ratchets on your fence, for 
the Coil works while you sleep. 

The fact that our Coiled Spring Fence has been on the 
market for more than twenty years without a change in its 
construction, with a greater demand for it each succeeding 
year, is certainly good evidence that the fence fulfills the 
requirements and meets with the approval of the farmer. 
If we had started out to manufacture an inferior article, we 
could not have been in business today. In the last few years 
there have been several new concerns added to the list of 



fence manufacturers but their existence has been of short 
duration for the reason that their fences were an experi- 
ment, could not stand the test and were inferior in material 
and construction. Beware of the experiment and buy Coiled 
Spring Fence, that has long ago passed the experimental 
stage and now leads all others for perfect construction, 
strength, durability and general utility.

In ordering fence be sure and state number of rods, 
height and style wanted. Size of mesh should be mentioned 
when Style No. 120 is ordered. Do not fail to give width 
and height of gate. Put prices on order blank and check 
carefully each item also the extensions. Always examine 
orders before sending to see that you have made no mistake.

In addition to our High Carbon Coiled Spring Fence 
allowing for expansion and contraction and being self-regu- 
lating in all kinds of weather, we claim it is the strongest 
fence made, for the reason that we use more pounds of wire 
in making it than is used in any other fence, thus giving a 
greater breaking strain.

Style No. 100. 

The above illustration represents our Standard Coiled 
Spring Fence, No. 100, which is without a doubt the strong- | 
est, most durable and the most satisfactory farm fence on 
the market. The line wires throughout the entire height of 
the fence are only 4% inches apart and as the mesh is only 
6-inch, we have a design that can be termed a general pur- 
pose farm fence; one that will turn anything from a half- 
grown chicken to the strongest of stock. 

The line and mesh wires are so woven together that it 
is impossible to slip or spread them in any way. Each wire 
is a brace or support to every other wire in the fence. It is 
the closeness of the weave, the scientific construction, togeth- 
er with the high grade material used in No. 100 fence that 
enables us to make such broad claims for it. To give you an 
idea of the greater strength of No. 100 we will take as a 
matter of comparison the 48 inch height. In each and every 
rod we make of this height in Style No. 100 we use twenty- 
three wires; twelve line wires and eleven mesh wires, all of 
which run continuously from one end of the fence to the 
other; while a great many inferior fences that are now man- 
ufactured have from eight to ten wires only that are con- 
tinuous. Such fences are not made to give satisfaction, they 
are made to sell. Our Closely Woven Diamond Mesh Coiled 
Spring Fence may cost a little more at time of purchase, but 
in the end will prove to be the cheapest for when properly 
erected it will last a life time. 

Size of Mesh Opening. 

While we call this the Diamond Mesh Coiled Spring 
Fence, the mesh wires being put on the line wires in dia- 
mond-shape, the line wires passing through the central part 
of the diamond makes the opening half diamond-shape so 
that the opening in our 6-inch mesh is small enough to pre- 
vent a circle larger than three inches or a square larger than 
two and one-half inches from passing through it; the 4 inch 
mesh, two and one-half inch circle or a two and three-six- 
teenth inch square, and a 2 inch mesh, a one and five-eights 
inch circle or one and one-fourth inch square. 



Coiled Spring Wire. 

In addition to Coiled Spring Wire providing amp\ T tor 
contraction and expansion, it also makes the fence elastic. 
This insures easy and perfect erection of fence over uneven 
ground. There is no wire fence that can be stretched pro- 
perly over hills and hollows unless there is a Perfect Coil 
in the line wires to produce some elasticity. It will be to 
your interest to always buy our Coiled Spring Fence even 
though it may cost a little more than other makes. You can 
buy of us and not actually spend your money, but instead 
you invest it in a permanent improvement and your divi- 
dends come to you in the form of years of service, unneces- 
sary repairs and satisfaction.

Style No. 103. 

Our Style No. 103, as above shown, can be used to fence 
against all kinds of stock. The first five line wires at the 
bottom are placed four and one-half inches apart, after 
which every other line wire is omitted. It is particularly 
adapted for the inclosing of sheep pastures, and always 
gives perfect satisfaction. When your flock is so protected 
the dogs and wolves can do it no harm. 

In Style No. 103 we maintain that standard of quality 
that has made our Coiled Spring fence so popular among 
the farmers. Superior galvanizing, double strength wire, 
closeness of weave, and faultless construction are the ex- 
cellent features found in No. 103. Could you think of any- 
thing that would give you better satisfaction, or increase the 
value of your farm more than to have it inclosed with such 
a modern up-to-date fence? 

Expansion and Contraction. 

Some manufacturers use a twisted cable wire for every 
other one of the line wires, the other half being straight 
wires. By using part cable wire they admit that provision 
for expansion and contraction is necessary, which is true. 
Now, if they used all cable wire for line wires they would 
provide for some expansion and contraction; but even in 
this case we claim there would not be adequate provision 
for expansion and contraction necessary in a good farm 
fence. Does it look reasonable to you that a cable wire 
placed on each side of a straight wire would in any way 
provide for expansion and contraction of the straight wire? 
No, this is an impossibility. In a fence of this kind the 
straight wires will prevent the cable wires from expanding 
and contracting, and the cable wires will not nor cannot 
make or help the straight wires expand or contract; conse- 
quently there is no provision whatever for expansion and 
contraction. If you buy such a fence, put ratchets on it, 
and watch your thermometer and arrange to tighten and 
loosen your fence according to the weather. 



Special Lengths. 

"We very frequently receive orders for several short 
pieces of the same style, height and kind of fence. It is 
much easier and quicker for us to make three pieces in one 
roll and is little or no trouble for you to cut them as you 
want them. Please note this and if convenient, order rolls 
of regular length. The rolls are made regularly in 10, 20, 30 
and 40 rods, however we can make any special length roll 
not exceeding 40 rods. If a roll of less than 10 rods is 
wanted, we make a small additional charge of 50 cents per 
roll. 

In winter, in summer, in sunshine, or rain, the Coiled 
Spring Fence is always the same. 

We sell direct to the user, at wholesale prices. We ex- 
pect our Fence to largely advertise itself, and that one order 
from any customer will lead to many others— and it does.

Style No. 120. 12-inch Mesh. Licensed Under Pioneer Patents, 

The above illustration shows our No. 120 which is su- 
perior to all other square mesh fences. It is made of High 
Carbon Coiled Heavily Galvanized Steel Wire with ample 
provision for expansion and contraction. The stay wires 
are continuous and not cut at each of the line wires. This 
makes a much more rigid fence than where the stay wires 
are in several pieces, and also prevents sagging between 
posts. Spacing between the line wires, commencing at the 
bottom, 3, 3X, 4, 4X, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 inches. 

We are just as particular with the construction of No. 
120 as any of our designs, for we are in the fence business 
to stay, and do not propose to offer the farmer a single 
article that will not do what we claim for it. 

Stretching Fence. 

When the posts are already to receive the fence, un- 
roll it flat on the ground, the bottom of the fence next to 
the posts. Lift up the end of the fence to the first post and 
staple the line wires to the posts with two or three good 
staples. Be careful to staple the fence well around on the 
back of first post. After stapling fence to end post, go to 
the other end of the fence and put on the stretcher and pull 
the fence tightly in place. There is no danger of the fence 
breaking, so be sure and give it a good tension. It is a good 
idea to temporarily staple the fence at top and bottom to 
each post; but in doing this do not drive the staples entirely 
in, for you have to remove and replace them before the 
fence is sufficiently tight. In completing your fence do 
not drive the staples entirely in on the line posts, but drive 
them in so the wires will work loosely; this is better for 
the fence for, in case of a strain at any point, it is equalized 
or distributed over the entire fence. 

If a fence is woven sufficiently close to turn all stock; if 
it contracts and expands with the cold and heat, always 
remaining tight; if it is heavily galvanized with pure zinc to 
prevent rust; and strong enough to resist the attacks of the 
largest of stock, it will give satisfaction. All of these ex- 
cellent features are found in our Coiled Spring Fence and you 
should not make a mistake by purchasing any other kind. 



In the manufacture of the several styles of Coiled 
Spring Wire Fence shown herein, as well as the styles hav- 
ing Barbed Wire for top and bottom margin wires, we are 
licensed under Patents Nos. 27,435 and 606,221. Therefore, 
our customers are secure against the payment of royalty or 
damage on any fence they buy of us. 

Barbed Margin Wires. 

Having received many inquiries for our fence with 
barbed wires woven in at top or bottom, or both, we have 
arranged with the owner of the patent to manufacture this 
fence under a license. Our many customers will appreciate 
this for, by weaving barbed wires into the fence, it prevents 
stock from being injured by it and at the same time pro- 
tects the fence. The additional cost is a small matter, be- 
ing only one cent per rod for each strand wove in fence as 
margin wires. All of the designs shown herein can be 
furnished with the barbed margin wires with exception of 
Styles No. 120, 101 and 110. 

We are hard to please. Everything must be just right 
or it will not do. It is this exacting care that enables us to 
furnish a first-class fence.

On this page we show our Style No. 120 with stays 6 
inches apart. For a division, outside or line fence this de- 
sign answers the purpose admirably. The parallel bars 
are made of High Carbon Coiled Spring Steel Wire. All 
wires are heavily galvanized. The continuous stays as 
placed in both the six and twelve inch mesh of No. 120 are 
securely fastened to the line wires with a loop formed in 
the stay wire. There are two and one-half inches of wire 
in each loop, binding the stay so firmly that it cannot slip 
or spread in any way. Spacing between the line wires com- 
mencing at the bottom, 3, Z l / 2 , 4, 4>£. 5, 5^ , 6, 7, 8 and 9 inches. 

The 26 and 32 inch heights of this design with two or 
three barbed wires above make a perfect hog and cattle 
fence. The line and stay wires are so close together that 
the smallest of stock cannot pass through. 



Order Early.

Directions For Splicing Fence. 

The Coiled Spring Fence is very easily spliced and with 
a little care anyone can make a joint that will be just as 
strong as any part of the fence, and at the same time so neat 
and smooth as to be scarcely noticeable after the fence is up 
and in place.
